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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. Claims 1, 3-7, 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
patent #5,798,752 (Buxton et al). Rationales for the rejection continue to be as set forth in 
the 12/03/01 Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on 3/4/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

REMARKS: 

In response to the argument that Buxton et al do not teach the limitation "associating" the 
predefined process with the cursor, the limitation is disclosed by Buxton et al in the teaching of 
the movable overlay (col. 14, line 19), and in modal tool (col. 26, lines 1-22).
